Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: the attorney initiated this interview after filing of an RCE which 
included a Declaration by one of the inventors. The attorney questioned why the combination of Lisi and Khrustalev is 
proper. The office stated that a heat pipe functions for the same reason as does the heat exchanger of Lisi and so it 
would have been obvious to substitute one for the other absent any secondary considerations and/or unexpected 
results. The attorney stated that with the heat pipe, much greater cooling/heating is accomplished than with the active 
heat exchanger. The office questioned if there was anything unique about the claimed heat pipe. The attorney stated 
there was not. The office noted that there is no evidence in the file supplying data for the greater heat removal of the 
presently claimed heat pipe. The attorney questioned what evidence or further information would be needed to 
overcome the present rejection. Several ideas were discussed. The examiner will update the search and then mail out 
a non-final rejection . 
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
